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1. United Nations Behind-the-scenes efforts at the 

General Assembly to get an acceptable 
alternative to the US and Soviet res- 
olutions seem to be moving only slowly. 

A committee of non-aligned states — 
led by India and apparently encouraged 
by the Russians — is working on a reso- 
lution which calls for withdrawal of 
troops, respect for sovereignty, and 
appointment of a special UN representa- 
tive to facilitate discussions on set- 
tling other issues. Similar efforts by 
Western European and Latin American 
groups have yet to produce anything sub- 
stantial. 


Nearly all mediation efforts are 
focusing on whether withdrawal of Israeli 
forces can be l inked with the other is- 
sues at stake. 


The announcement of the Glassboro 
meeting was "greeted with relief" by 
all sides at the UN last night. 
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2. India Public order in West Bengal is de- 

teriorating badly. The food distribu- 
tion system has broken down and Commu- 
nist-inspired lawlessness is spreading. 
Mobs have been looting grain trucks and 
trains, and the supply of food to famine 
areas in northern India could well be 
seriously affected.
